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THE HISTORY OF A_ HOLSTEIN- 
FRIESIAN HERD. 


A Small Beginning Leads to A Large 
Success. 


Some fourteen years ago my father 
who was engaged in farming, and 
who was keeping at that time, or- 
dinary grade cows of a good dairy 
type, became somewhat interested in 
pure-bred Holstein-Friesians. 

As a result he purchased two .cows 
which had been bred and raised by 
Henry Stevens and Sons, and which 
had been brought ‘to Cortland two 
years previous by a wealthy fancier. 
With these two foundation § ani- 
mals he undertook the building 
up of a pure-bred herd. How well 
he has succeeded I can only briefly 
indicate at this time. 

Of these two foundation cows, one 
always produced bull calves’ while 
the other, Lilly Korndyke 2d Artis 
26269, invariably produced heifer 
calves. 

From his cow five fine heifers were 
raised to maturity and all proved to 
be cows of excellent dairy type and 
conformation, also heavy milk pro- 
ducers. Although when these’ two 


cows were purchased, complete ig- 
norance prevailed as regards history 
and breeding of Holstein-Friesian cat- 
tle, yet here by chance a most for- 
tunate start was made, as Lilly Korn- 
dyke 2nd Artis was a cow royally 
bred in what have since proved to 
be the best producing strains of the 
Holtsein-Fresian World. She was 
sired by a son of Inka 4th (85 lbs. 
milk in a day as a 4 year old, 20,6493, 
lbs in a year, and the first prize show 
cow at the New York State Fair in 
1891). Her dam was old Inka, (79 
Ibs. milk in a day, 14,046 lbs. in 7 
months) the foundation cow of the 
great Inka family and the cow that 
gave Brookline Herd its start toward 
the reputation it now enjoys. 

The grand dam of Lilly Korndyke 
2nd’s_ Artis was Lilly Korndyke 
with a record of 68 lbs. milk in a 
day at two milkings, and her ham, 
Kate Korndyke, a record of 70 Ibs. 
of milk in one day and she was the 
dam of Belle Korndyke, one of the 
most famous cows of the breed, 

It was also afterwards learned that 
Lilly Korndyke 2nd’s Artis had, while 
at Brookside made a record of 65 
Ibs. of milk a day, averaging from 
3.6 per cent to 4.2 per cent fat. 

When remembering that all of 
these records ‘were made before the 
days of heavy crowding for the of- 
ficial tests, and in view of what has 
been accomplished, since then by the 
cows in the same line of breeding 
certainly no one could have made a 
better choice for a foundation cow 
even had he been learned in all the 
subsequent history of the breed since 
the days of old DeKol 2d. 

Again good fortune prevailed in 
being able ito breed this wonderful 
producing cow to some of the very 
best of Holstein-Friesian sires. 

One heifer was sired by Butter 
boy Sir Winthrop 22992, a bull, 
whose record is to well known to re- 
quire further comment. 

Another heifer was sired by Baron 
DeKol 22364, one of the _ strongest 
bred bulls of his day and a_ bull 
which judged by the type and re- 
cords of his daughters is entitled to 
a prominent place in Holstein-Frie- 
sian ranks. 

The other heifers were sired by 


Netherland Lord DeKol 2nd, whose 
sire, Netherland Lord DeKol 23999, 
combined the breeding of nearly all 
ithe great cows of his time, there ap- 
pearing close to him in his pedigree, 
tthe name of DeKol 2nd, Lady Neth- 
erland and Mechithilde Tirania, 

Lilly Korndyke 2nd’s Artis has 
long since given proof of her great 
vitality and prepotency as her daugh- 
ters, and their decendents have all 
shown to a large degree this same 
tendancy ito produce heifer calves. 

One granddaughter Prinecss Neth- 
erland DeKol Pearl 64708, having pro- 
duced 5 heifer calves in 5 consecutive 
years. Today the herd numbers, all 
told, 40 head. Every one a descen- 
dant of this foundation cow. And 
during this interval of 14 years, cer- 
tainly as many as 15 females have 
been sold from the herd. During 
this time no attempts at official test- 
ing have been made, all efforts be- 
ing devoted to preserving and im- 
proving if possible the blood lines and 
dairy type of the herd. 

Many cows have ‘been produced 
which were capable of making most 
excellent records. 

One of the best cows of these 
years of breeding is Rowana Korn- 
dyke Netherland DeKol 78717, whose 
photo appears as the frontispiece in 
this issue. : 

She is an individual extra strong 
in the blood of DeKol 2nd, the Korn- 
dyke and Inka strains. 

This article is written believeing 
that it may be a word of encourage- 
ment to those comtemplating start- 
ing with pure-bred Holstein-Friesians. 

From experience the writer would 
say, start and start at once. Start 
with the best to ‘be obtained and 
never allow yourself to be discourag- 
ed. 

Intentions are good but they pay 
small dividends unless carried out 
and I honestly believe that more 
money is to be made in the breeding 
of Holstein-Friesian cattle than in 
any other line of work in which a 


young man can engage. 

Statistics prove that only 3 per 
cent of the cattle in the United Stat- 
es are of Holstein-Friesian blood count 
ing both grade and pure bred stock.

Before the results of modern herd 
records were known, dairy cattle 
were admitted to the herd-books, and 
bought and sold, chiefly on their out- 


ward appearances. There was no 
standard by which to determine the 
relation of form to production. A 


was the one which 
brought the most money. What con- 
stituted such a cow was largely a 
matter of opinion or prejudice. With 
the introduction of herd records, 
opinion came to be valued in direct 
proportion to one’s understanding of 
the relation of form to production. 
Everything must be determined in the 
light of the scales, the Babcock test 
and the cost of milk-production.

To Minnesota must be awarded a 
large portion of the credit for the in- 
auguration of the newer and more 
rational system.

With such figures as these, 
meanwhile by similar 
records of up-to- 
date individual dairymen and _ of 
test associations, it became evident 
that the dairyman who kept no re- 
cords had but a poor show of suc- 
ceeding in business in competition 
with the one who did. That many 
have taken the lesson ‘to heart is 
shown by the fact that testing as- 
sociations are steadily growing in 
numbers, and that more ‘pure-bred 
sires have been introduced into Min- 
nesota during ‘the last three ro four 
years than in all former years put 
together. A sire bred from a cow 
With the highest record is the most 
eagerly sought for the production of 
new ‘herds. “Breed to the :winner” 
seems to ke the motto.

It has been pointed out, however, 
that the record is not the whole thing 
in determining the value of a sire. 
Just as the colt, which presumptively 
inherits “a wonderful burst of speed,” 
may from inherited physical ‘weak- 
ness fail to approach the record ex- 
pected, so may the daughter of the 
most high-bred sire fail to approach 
in milk-production, the record of his 
dam. 


By record-keeping and a careful 
weeding out of unprofitable stock, 
combined with an equally careful 
selection of pure-bred sires, and good 
care, the average production of the 
Minnesota cow can be raised from 
160 lbs. of butter to twice that 
amount. With a million cows, the 
latter figure ‘would mean an addi- 
tion to the dairy revenues of our 
State of from $30,000,000 ‘to $40,000- 
000 a year. And the instrumentali- 
ties for attaining this result are so 
simple—the scales, the Babcock test 
and the suiting of the ration to the 
cow—that it seems hardly possible 
that many of our diarymen will be 
long content with any inferior sys-

The National Dairy Show is going 
to have another mammoth cheese on 
exhibition at the coming Show to be 
held in Chicago at the International 
Live Stock Amphitheater, October 26 


to November 4, 1911. This ‘time it 
is going to be the “greatest ever.” 
The cheese exhibited at the last 
Dairy Show weighed over 4,000 


pounds and was the largest cheddar 
cheese ever made. This year’s 
cheese will weigh over 10,000 pounds 
and will take 65 ttons of milk and 
cream from 6500 cows milked by 1350 
men. 18 expert cheese makers and 
25 assistanits ‘will be employed in the 
construction of the cheese which will 
be transported to Chicago in a speci- 
ally constructed refrigerator occupy- 
ing an entire flat car.

The world’s greatest cheese 
will undoubtedly attract wide spread 
attention and every means will be 
adopted by the officials of the Na- 
tional Dairy Show for exhibiting it 
in the most attractive manner.

cent letter postage is being raised. 
We suspect that this is a cunningly 
devised scheme, probably, started by 
the express companies and_ their 
agents in congress, to head off the 
insistent demand for a parcels post. 
It is seen that with a surplus in the 
postal department one of the argu- 
ments against establishing a parcels 
post is removed. Something must 
be done to restore the deficit to head 
off such a denourment, and what bet- 
ter could be thought of than a one- 
cent ‘postage. This would give the 
express companies a renewal of their 
license to rob ‘the people for a long 
term of years, 

We confess that we are not very 
enthusiastic for the “limited parcels 
post” proposed by the congressional 
agents of the express companies-——as 
a substitute for the real thing. Can 
anyone give a valid reason why the 
express companies should be given 
a license in perpetuity to pick tthe 
pockets of the whole nation? A ru- 
ral parcels post is acceptable to the 
express companies and why? Simp- 
ly because it contributes to their 
business—makes Uncle Sam an_e er- 
rand ‘boy to collect parcels through- 
out the country for them to carry 
and charge four prices for. 

It is difficult to see how the Ameri- 
can people can so passively submit 
to the extortionate charges of the 
express companies when they have a

fully equipped service under one 
management and capable of doing 
better service; and when they can 


see it being done by every civilized 
nation of the earth? Are we a nation 
of imbisiles, or is it a fact that the 
express companies and railroad cor- 
porations have become our actual 
masters and liberty is only a dream? 

Why do we couple the express com- 
panies and railroads? Because they 
are practically one. Do you _ not 
know that the directors of the ex- 
press companies are prominent direc- 
tors of the railroads and vice versa? 
Do you not know that the stockhol- 
ders of the express comspanies are 
heavy holders of railroad stocks, and 
vice versa? Does this not explain 


why the express companies can make 


so much better terms with the rail- 


road companies than Uncle Sam 
can or does? But, of course, so long 
as ‘we are content to send _ their 


agents to Washington to make laws 
for us, and place them on the supreme 
court bench to interpret our laws for 
us, We have no reason to hope for 
any thing better.

Milk authority for the following 
and statement: “Philadelphia 
Sewers inspectors, acting for’ the 

Board of Health, have 


poured thousands of quarts of milk 
into the sewers during the past few 
weeks in compliance with the regu- 
lation that no milk should be’ sold 
that had a temperature of over 60 
degrees when received at the city de- 
pot.” 

We had supposed that the account 
of a flaming sword being placed be- 
fore the tree of life to prevent people 
from eating of the fruit of it was an 
ancient myth; ‘but here is an account 
of a great city, filled with half-fed 
and starving people, pouring thou- 
sands of quarts of ‘the best of all foods 
into the sewers. The former may be 
ancient fiction; the later seems to be 
twentieth century fact. 

Of course, if the milk had _ been 
analyzed and found to contain poison 
the authorities might be justified in 
deciding to empty it into the sewers 
and allowing the people to. starve. 
Even under these conditions it would 
seem that the authorities were need- 
lessly splitting hairs; but nothing of 
this kind was found, and not even 
suspected. The fact is that this milk 
was 60 degrees hot with the tempera- 
ture outside broiling around 90 and 
100 in the shade. Under these con- 
ditions wouldn't milk at 60 degrees 
be a delightfully cooling draught? 
But we are told that bacteria at 60 
degrees are not fully paralyzed, that 
they can still wiggle around some. 
Holy smoke! Do the people of Phila- 
delphia take milk as a hypodermic 
injection? Even then only a_ few 
species such as the tubercle bacillus, 
typhoid and scarlet fever germs 
would be likely to do any harm. 
Were there any such in this Philadel- 
phila milk? Well no, at least they 
didn’t expect anything of the kind. 
It ‘wasn’t necessary to look for them 
as long as they were going to pour 
the milk in the sewer anyway. We

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private ownership would be extend- 
ed to cover tthe private possessions of 
dwelling houses and their sites un- 
der certain circumstances. 

Furthermore, I hold that land is 
a common gift to the whole human 
race, as much so as the air we breathe 
or the light of the sun, the waters 
that descend from the clouds and 
flow from our. springs through 
creeks and rivers and fill the great 
oceans of our earth.

a small one, only eight miles in 
length and two in width yet it sup- 
ports a comparatively large popula- 
tion and at the same time exports 
many agricultural products, includ- 
ing fruits and vegetables of various 
kinds, butter and a large number of 
cattle. It is divided into numerous 
exceedingly smal farms. The largest 
one I found on it was thirteen acres. 
It ‘was employed in raising cattle 
and in dairying. Much of it was in 
forage crops, although if I remember 
right, there were some fruit cultivat- 
ed upon it. Cattle raising and but- 
ter making were common employ- 
ment on all ‘tthe farms whatever their 
size. All its farm lands so far as I 
was able to discover were held at 
from two thousand five hundred to 
three thousand dollars per acre. 
These specially small farms seems 
to have resulted from a peculiar cus- 
tom of inheritance probably extend- 
ing ‘back to its first inhabitants. On 
the death of parents the lot on which 


the dweiling house stands generally 


goes ‘to the oldest son, the remain- 
der is divided among the other chil- 
dren, if there is more ‘than one. Some 
whole farms were covered with glass 
houses for raising fruits and early 
vegetables. 

I never met a happier people. While 





Cortland, N. Y. 
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there I attended a farmers’ festival 
It was a delightful experience. I can- 
not refrain from comparing it to festi- 
vals of Central New York Farmers’ 
Club, of which I was once a member 
for twenty-five years. I heard no 
complaints of taxation, no criticisms 
of their conditions, their social rela- 
tions, or of their government or its 
administration. The time was spent 
in drinking toasts and _ responsive 
speeches in which joviality and hap- 
piness were in constant expression. 
I had been many times and in many 
places asked, ‘How do you like Guern- 
sey,” and had settled on a uniform 
answer. This was always a story of 
a man who happens upon so delight- 
ful place that when the death angel 
called upon him to go to ehaven he 
refused to leave his residence. This 
always was received by the people 
with evident approval. It was so re- 
ceived at this festival at least there 
was much clapping of hands.

The study of Advertisements and 
Write-ups is an alluring recreation. 
Holstein-Fresian Advertisements have 
a fascination peculiar to themselves 
so rapidly are new records reported 


and figures and data vary, but the 
value to the student varies with 


the exact truthfulness of the matter 
given. 

For example: The writer was at 
first greatly pleased with a postcard 
recently received entitled “in a class 
by himself.” Artistic in design and 
elegantly gotten up the card deserv- 
ed a prominent place on the desks 
of breeders of Holstein-Friesians: 
had the matter engrossed thereon 
been the whole and absolute truth. 
It quoted from a recent article in the 
Holstein-Friesian World, and claimed 
that the first five daughters of a bull, 
owned by the originator of the pos- 
tal, tested as junior two-year-olds 
averaged 19.48 Ibs. It claimed that 
this average had never been equalled 
by the first five daughters of any 
io freshen, thereby, the said sire 
“In a class by himself.” Yet 
the first daughter of this bull report-

ed ky Mr. Gardner was not included 
in the list and in the sires mentioned 
by name Adniira Valker Gelsche 
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was left out. The six daughters of 
Admiral Walker Gelsche, five junior 
two-year-olds and one yearling, aver- 


age 18.698 lbs., which slightly  sur- 
passes the first six daughters’ of 
Pietertje Hengsrveld Segis. Indeed 


the five junior two-year-olds exceed 
the five picked heifers eulogized, by 
19.649 lbs. to 19.48 lbs. Query: Why 
was this sire ignored when this pos- 
tal card was published? Also, why 
was the first daughter in milk of the 
other sire overlooked? 

Again in the July 22nd issue of 
the Holstein-Friesian World, is a 
scholarly article eulogizing De Kol 
Queen La Polka 2d, a noble cow 
worthy of mention in any company, 
written by a part owner of one of her 
sons. Like the author of the other 
article mentioned, he quotes the 1910 
Blue Book, altho the data in it was 
fourteen months old when the article 
was published. He says, “Queen is 
the world winner (sic) for milk by 
a long margin for each of the three 
periods of test and is practically a 
tie for the 80-day world’s butter re- 
cord with herself and her rival the 
long distance of nearly.5 lbs. ahead 
of all other cows.” 

What about Pietertje Maid Ormsby 
the present world’s champion for 


thirty days? Not far ahead of Pon- 
tiac Clothilde De Kol 2d and De Kol 
Queen La Polka 2d. it is true, but 
still 46-100 ahead of the cow Dr. 
Reed was prasing. As this record 
was published several times in the 
Holstein-Friesian World together 
with a picture of the cow, and as her 
record won first place in the 30-day 
division this year, why should she be 
ignored?
